lf a sensation is wanted the little 
I town of Toronto, down the river, can 
( generally be relied upon to furnish It, 
and 
It bas voluntarily given East 
Liverpool something in that line, if 
the case as represented to a N e w s Re* 
i v ie w reporter last night be true. 
The story would sound fishy mixing 
Toronto up with it,were it not for Hie 
statement that it is something of the 
Sail ie Springer variety. 
As the tale 
goes there appeared In this city 
several weeks ago an individual who, 
to all appearances, was a dapper young 
man. 
He wore a blue cheviot suit, 
stiff hat and patent leat her shoes, and 
carried no baggage except, a small 
satchel. 
Sinee his arrival West End 
people saw more or less of him until 
last Monday night. That evening he 
disappeared, and the 7 o'clock train 
had a passenger faioked for St. Louis 
answering his description. 
All tills 
would, of course, he commonplace, 
were it not for the fact that the sup­ 
posed young man was nota man but a 
girl from Toronto,aged about lHyears, 
witli features which, although per­ 
haps a trifle coarse for a female, would 
have been handsome on the form of a 
man.

and talked to, but never learned her 
name. 
Her hair was closely cropped 
and her neck shaved as usual with 
men. 
In fact the only thing that 
would have aroused suspicion, and 
that only from the closest observer, 
was the girl's smooth face, smooth to 
a degree uncommon with young men 
of her size and age.

11-on tim e to retreat. Captain Jess# Tay­ 
lor commanded the gunners, who be­ 
longed to the volunteer militia of Ten­ 
nessee 
When the Union fleet wa* seen 
beariug d*iwn on rh# work, General 
Tilghman, the poet commandant, asked 
Taylor “ to bold out one hoar. ’’ He as­ 
signed a gun to each vessel. These were 
seven in number—four ironclads lead­ 
ing, and three wooden gunboat*. 
Fort 
H enry’s guns open on the fleet w ith a 
perfect ‘'broadside,” aiel for 20 minutes 
th e action was hot. The iron* lad Essex 
was pierced above the porthole, and the 
•hot entered Iks boiler. She dropped out 
of the fight. 
About that time a rifled, 
goo in the fort burst, and a columbiad 
was spiked by its own prim ing wire. 
The ironclads then drew closer Two of 
T a y l o r ’s guns

On Fob. 4, 1841, 
400 
regulars 
and 
border 
volunteer* 
dashed Into Pueblo 
de Taos, N. M., to 
punish 
the insurrectionary Mexican 
and Indians for the massacre of Govern­ 
or IJrent and party three weeks before. 
In the old mission church and several 
Ave story pueblos near it OOO ''greas­ 
ers'' and redskin allies received the on­ 
slaught of the white*. Their citadel had 
been loopholed for defense; beside* a 
stroug w all inclosing it, served a* a rain 
Dart. 


The 7th of Feb­ 
ruary is the anni 
versary of the bat­ 
tle of 
Eylan be­ 
tween the French 
a n d Russians 
iii 
1807, 
up to that 
time the bloodiest encounter in Napole­ 
on’s war*. Early in the morning during 
a 
blinding 
snowstorm, 
Augereau's 
French division charged upon the Rus­ 
sians, and while their cannon mewed 
down his regiments th** terrible Cos­ 
sack hordes dashed up on i»oth flank*, 
cutting down thousands and capturing 
thou*and* more. When the storm clear­ 
'd, only ll,OOO out of that gallant corp* 
of 18,000 veterans remained. The battle 
wa* to decide the fato of his empire, 
and Napoleon ordered a grand charge of 
the Imperial guard and all the cavalry 
—hi* noble reserve. Murat, whom Na­ 
poleon styled “ the best c avalry officer 
in the world,’’ rode at their head. 
Slowly gathering momentum as they 
descended the snow covered slope, the 
squadrons, mustering 
14,000 
sailer*, 
broke into a rapid 
pace aer**** the 
field, where Au- 
goreau's lino had 
been de«troyed.
